U cups chicken broth 

1 small onion, finely chopped 

2 cups or more vj*. chopped, cooked

1 can (U ounces) mild green ehilies, 

drained, rf*n diced 
1-2 teaaponns chili powder 
Dash of garlic salt

10 cr so corn tortillas, * 8 inch diameter

1. Blend flour with a little chicken 
broth in a large saucepan. Stir in re- 
maining broth. Cook and stir frequently 
over medium-high heat until sauce starts 
to thicken. 

2. Add onionj cook and stir constant- 
ly another minute. Stir in cooked chicken 
ehilies, desired amount of chili powder, 
salt and pepper. Heat through. 

3. Meanwhile, add a small amount of 

011 to skillet larger than diameter of 
tortillas. Quickly place a tortilla in 
hot oil. Flip with a fork and remove 
after a few seconds, allowing excess oil 
to drain back in skillet* Repeat to sof- 
ten all tortillas* Stack them on a saucer 
and out the entire stack into fourths. 

1*. In a large serving dish or casser- 
ole, layer the tortilla pieces and 
chicken sauce. Heat through again, if 
necessary. 

5. To serve, spoon chicken mixture 
into shallow soup plates and garnish 
with shredded lettuce, canned tomato 
wedges (or fresh), chopped avocado, and 
a bit of sour cream.
